In addition, a few new illustrations of old products appeared 
in 1892. 

However, soon after the 1892 Catalog and Price List was issued, several 
new products were added. These included: HAND-Y Plumb and Levels; Side 
Rabbet; Rabbet & Block; Core Box; and the famed N° 55 Universal Planes. As 
these products became available, supplementary sheets were added and in 1897 
the 1892 Price List was re-issued showing all of these new tools.

DIRECTIONS. 

MOULDING PLANE. —Insert the desired Cutter, and adjust bottom 
of Sliding Section (B) to conform to the shape of the Cutter ; then fasten this 
Section firmly by means of the check-nuts on the transverse arms. When needed, 
adjust Auxiliary Center Bottom (C) for an additional support in front of the 
Cutter. By tilting the rosewood guides on Fences D and E, mouldings of various 
angles may be formed. 

MATCH, SASH, BEADING, REEDING, FLUTING, 
HOLLOW, ROUND, PLOW, RABBET AND FILLETSTER 
PLAN E. —Use in same manner as for Mouldings. In working Match and Sash 
Cutters, the Auxiliary Center Bottom (C) may be used as a stop. 

DADO* —Remove the Fences (D and E) and set the spurs parallel with the 
edges of Cutter. Insert long Adjustable Stop on left-hand side of Sliding Section. 

SLITTING PLANE. —Insert the Cutter and Stop on right-hand side of 
Main Stock and use Fence D or E for guide. 



CHAMFER. —Insert the desired Cutter ; fasten a Fence on each side of 
the Plane and lilt the rosewood guides to the desired angle.
